Plant life. 


The whistling tree, or Acaoia flstnla, 


is found in Nubia and the Sudan, 
Tho Arabs call it soffar, or piper, be- 
oauso of the -whistling sound that it pro- 
duces, and the specific name of fistula, 
a word also meaning pipe or flute, has 
been given it for the same reason. 


Insects infest the tree and deposit 


their eggs in its shoots. A gall-like ex- 
crescence about an inch and a half in 
diameter is produced at the base of the 
bhoots, and when the 
larvae have 


emerged from circular holes in'the sides 
of the shoots the holes, played upon by 
the wind, produce a whistling sound 
equal to that produced by a sweet toned 
Qnte. 


The cow tree is so called because 


it yields an abundant supply of milk. To 
obtain the milk deep incisions are made 
in the tree, from which the fluid flows 
into vessels placed ready to receive it. 
This vegetable milk is white, somewhat 
viscid and has an agreeable flavor, and 
an analysis of it shows that it is very 
much like tho milk of a cow in its com- 
position, ^he cow tree grows on the 
slope of the mountain chain bordering 
on Venezuela. 


The cloth tree is found at Otaheite, in 


the south sea. Tho bark is taken off in 
long strips and put to soak overnight 
in running water. The soaking softens 
it, so that the inuor fiber may bo easily 
separated from the rest of the bark. 
The fibers are put together in lengths of 
about 11 or 12 yards, and* tho lengths 
are placed side by side until they are at 
least 12 inches in width, and two or 
three layers of fibers aro put ono upon 
another. 


The fibers adhere together in one 


piece, and the material thus formed is 
beaten upon a smooth pie'ce of wood until 
it becomes as thin as muslin. It is then 
bleached in the air for a time, when it 
is ready to be mada up into clothing. 


The stinging tree of Queensland is 


pleasing to the eye, but dangerous to the 
touch. Its effects are curious. It cansea 
great pain to the person or animal that 
has the misfortune to get stung by it, 
but it leaves no wound, no mark of any 
kind, and for months afterward the part 
stung is painful in rainy weather or 
when in any way it gets wot. Frequent- 
ly it is necessary to shoot horses aud 
dogs that have been stung by the tree, 
so maddening is its effect upon them. 


The angry tree grows in Nevada, eaat- 


ern California and Arizona. 
When 


in the least disturbed, this highly sensi- 
tive tree shows its anger by ruffling up 
its leaves and emitting a disagreeable 
odor.—D. V. F. in Philadelphia Times.

beads at the regular time of prayer, he 
folds his hands, and then, holding them 
up open, as if to receive something from 
above, he prays for such blessings as he 
desires for himself or his household. 
When this is concluded, he strokes his 
beard with his right hand and says, 
"Praise be to God I" This concludes 
the whole.—Mind.

Treasury is now b'oand by. law to re- 
gard the interests of the people, but 
that department has been making laws 
to suit itself for twenty years." 


The troth of these assertions'caniaot 


bs disputed. 
The man with the blist- 


ered hands is paid in silver dollars by 
the Government, but the kid-gloved 
coupon-clipper is paid in gold. The 
man who creates wealth is paid in 
silver and is satisfied if he receives a 
fair amount of it for a fair day's work. 
The men who profit by this labor are 
not satisfied unless they receive gold, 
though under the terms of their con- 
tract with the Government they may 
be paid in coin, gold or silver, at the 
option of the Government. 
This does 


not suit them, now that they are credit- 
ors of the Government, and they con 
tend that they, not the Government, 
shall have the option, und insist on re- 
versing the terms of the contract, for 
their own banefit regardless .of the 
consequences to the country. 


The Republican party, which for 


years claimed to bo tUe party of .the 
people, has now become the pavty of 
the plutocrats. 
It -proclaims in its 


platform that-jt ia-its purpose to main- 
tain gold and silver, at a parity and in 
the face of the declaration insista un 
debasing one of the metala by redeem 
ing all of its obligations, except the 
wages of laborers in its employ, in 
gold, though to' do this we must in- 
crease the national .debt and give the 
gold syndicate opportunity to make 
a profit of twenty or thirty millions of 
dollars at the expense of the public.

A TRIP TO MKXCCO. 


4 tnchmin Write* of Our Sifter Be- 


publlo. 


At tbia season of the year a trip into 


any part of Mexico ia quite pleasant, 
became one is not infested with mos- 
quitoeSf-scorpions and the like, which 
are so prevalent daring the summer. 
Bain is seldom seen in tha western 
part uutil some time in April, when 
the hot weather commences, which 
lasts until the latter part of October. 
However, the thermometer has been 
inown to reach 110 to 115 degrees in 
the middle of December. The weather 
now is very pleasant, bat the evenings 
and mornings are quite cool. 


Before one can entet Mexico by the 


way of Nogales, bis baggage must pass 
through the custom house. It depends 
on the amount of work the customs 
>euple have on hand and how they feel 
as to the way one will get through 
without having the contents of bis 
trunk scattered over the floor (for it 
ias no carpet), and pay doty as they 
see flt to charge. The duty Is arbi- 
trary and there is no redress for over- 
charges. Luckily quite a crowd went 
through the custom house at the time 
I did and the contents of my trunk 
was not disturbed to any great extent. 
The official out tiu hands down the 
sides, 'shook it 
u little, Hud said 


bueno" (good). It is generally the 


case that one has to tie and untie his 
own baggage, but a Mexican offered his 
services and of course I accepted. 


The first thing that attracted my 


attention was the politeness that the 
Mexican people, as a whole, possess, 
and, in my judgment, the United States 
could spend a few dollars to no better 
advantage than to charter a special 
train to transport the U. S. custom of- 
ficials to Mexico aad give them .tbe 
privilege of staying there until they 
iave learned a. little of the courtesy 
with which the Mexican is endowed. 


From 
Benson, Arizona, onward, 


Mexican settlements were readilyreo- 
oguized by the rudely constructed 
adobe houses. The adobe bricks are 
much' larger than the brioks of our 
ountry, and they are sun-dried instead 
of being burned, as ia the case in the 
United States. I found Nogales to be 
quite a large town and the peculiarity 
ies in the fact that one half lies in the 
United States and the other half in 
Mexico. Each part of the town has 
time varing one-half hour, the Mexican 
time being the faster. 


There is a local train from Benson, 


A. T., that connects with the 3onora 
Kaihvay at Nogalee, which latter road 
runs to Guaymas, a distauce of 265 
miles. Becently tha Southern Pacific 
ohtdUied possession of this road, and 
com tho number of traius running 
ddily, the road is surely ou u dividend- 
paying basis, as tha~ rates for freight 
and passengers are very hi^h. 


Immediately 
upon stepping into 


Mexioo. one is attracted by the beauti- 
ul surroundings. The gigantic Sierra 
Mad re mountains are in plain view at 
ill times and tower high above tbe 
urface of the land. Although the soil 
if Mexico seems very dry, there are 
very fbw spots where one cannot fieo 
he beautiful evergreen cactus and 
inesquite trees. This lutter varies in 
ize from a bush to n gigantic struct- 
ure, and tbe road circling around them 
emiuds one of being in a dense park. 
As a rule the wagon road is very dusty, 


ut after a hard rain the soil, being 
rincipally adobe, packs like a rock 


and makes road traveling very pleasant 
until the scorching raya.of Old Sol 
make their appearance, causing steam 
o rise from the ground as if heated by 
artificial means, This steam is very 
disagreeable in some parts of western 
Mexico, especially where the ground is 
contaminated with tmpurUiep. 
This 


action is not noticeable to any extent 
t this time of the year as the rains are 
so infrequent. 


My ideas of the Mexican people have 


)een changed noticeably since being in 
close association with them. They are 
•ery polite and seem to think that the 
American (Qriugo) is a very peculiar 
person. When he shows himself to act 
and deal squarely with them it is a 
very easy matter to get along, but 
should one hare any enmity for a 
iriugo the fact is universally known 
and the Mexicans by their unity will 
make life rather unpleasant for the dis- 
iked person. As a rule the Mexican 
is a very slow moving person, who be- 
lievBS in 
reversing 
the old adage, 


11 Never put off until to-morrow what 
you can do .to-day." There are, of 
course, exceptions to this rule, but as I 
save found so few, I regard their slow 
ness as universal, They do not value 
their services for labor very highly, as 
very few of the harder working men 
get over $1 50 per day, Mexican money, 
and the average pay is from fifty cents 
to one dollar per day, whiph is equal to : 
twenty-five cents to fifty cents Amer- 
ican money. How they live on these 
wagec seems quite a mystery to many 
people, but when one looks into their 
mode of living, it ia quite evident they 
o»n save money at the price they re- 
ceive. They live on frijolei (beans) 
and tortlllM. The latter is a soft of 
bread similar to the pilot bread or 
hardtack of th« aatlora, but ft great 
deal thinntr. Delicacies are unknown 
to them, but they icem happy and con- 
tented when their frijoUe come three 
timas a.day.

the »aln9 being thri* n fonr tinea 
more than iu tbe United BtatM. All 
prioei are based on tbe Mexican silver 
dollar which at the present writing is 
worth forty-seven cents. It is a known 
fact that tbe American* paye nearly 
doable for article! that the Mexican 
does and one storekeeper being alked 
why bis priues differed BO, replied, "the 
American ought to pay more than the 
Mexican M ho reoeirea more money.

anything they must pay the prices 
qsked or leave it alone. 


A property'owner in Mexico pays no 


taxes, bat the revenue of the State 
and Government is obtained from 
stamps and duties. Everything per- 
taining to business, in which money 
changes hands, is stamped. This in- 
cludes receipts of all kinds, bills of 
account, bills of lading, telegrams, 
check-", drafts, account books nrid even 
calendars with advertising "matter on 
must bear a two cent stamp. 
The 


usual rate for aucb articles that I have 
mentioned ia two cents for every $20 or 
fraction. 
A letter to go out of this 


country must bear a five cent stamp, 
bat two cents will bring a letter into 
Mexico from the United States, 


The dress of the natives is very 


slouohy and it is a rare occurrence to 
see a Mexican wom-ia dressed up in 
style as wo would term it, especially in 
this part of Mexico. 
No doubt if op- 


portunities presented-themselves they 
would be more attractive, but as there 
is no demand for fine cloth they wear 
the poorest. 
Furniture ii u thing al- 


most unheard of, but in some bouses 
there are a few chairs iu the room and 
a table in the center. These are rarely 
used as the Mexican woman prefers sit- 
ting on the floor and it looked very 
odd to me when I first saw it. The 
Mexican women as well as the men, 
have a great habit of expectorating and 
think it does not look unwomanly at 
all. 


These few words that I have written 


will no doubt gice the readers of the 
JOUBXAL a vague impression of the 
customs and mariners cf the Mexican 
people and I regret not having more 
time at my disposal to write more.
